Services to benefit health

In one of the smaller offices on campus, a 
free service for both resident and commuter 
students is being offered. Student Health Ser- 
vices, located in 713 Lower Carondelet, Ext. 
268, can be found next to the Dance Studio, in 
the tunnel past the Bookstore. 

Carol Frevert, RN, is on campus Monday 
through Friday, 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. Work Study 
Nursing Assistants maintain evening office 
hours. Michele McElroy, senior nursing stu- 
dent, works Monday and Tuesday from 4 to 8 
p.m. and Delese Fulton, RN, works Wednes- 
day and Thursday from 4 to 9 p.m. or 5 to 10 
p.m. 

The health service office is equipped to 
handle common health problems and treat 
minor illnesses and injuries. A range of over- 



the-counter medications and medical supp- 
lies are available to treat such ailments as 
colds, sore throats, headaches, and intestinal 
upset. 

Other supplies that can be checked out for 
use by resident students include heating 
pads, ice bags, humidifiers, elastic bandages, 
and crutches. 

Services range from general health infor- 
mation and brochures, health counseling and 
referral, weight and blood pressure monitor- 
ing, treatment of illnesses and injuries to 
emergency care.

Ray Thomas and Nancy Nail open the Avila 
1984-1985 performing arts season with “The 
Fourposter." The story centers around a 
marriage between Michael and Agnes, and 
the relationship they share. 

As Nancy states “It is a difficult task to 
accomplish-that is trying to understand the 
commitment and understanding that forms 
after thirty-five years of marriage." She goes 
on to say that growing older is something that 
occurs gradually; it is something that cannot 
be learned. Likewise it is difficult to portray a 
role such as those without some type of 
model. 



For Nancy, her mother has provided great 
insight into her character. Although Agnes is 
very different from her mother, Nancy sees 
certain universal similarities. In the play, 
Agnes worries because the children are not 
home on time and Nancy remembers her own 
mother worrying the same way.

Ultimately, they both pull away from the 
relationship. But, because they can com- 
municate they somehow make it through 
kids, menopause, and aging. 

Both Nancy and Ray feel that the central 
message of the play revolves around com- 
munication. Success and money are not the 
center of a relationship in Ray's estimation. It 
is possible to make it with out the money and 
success, but without communication the 
relationship is lost. In this way the play 
mirrors life as Agnes and Micheal constantly 
struggle to work out their problems. 

Both actors praise the direction they are 
being given by Buck Baker. They state that he 
has created a family atmosphere and great 
insight into their characters. Under Mr. 
Baker's direction both Nancy and Ray feel 
that they can achieve their characters. They 
want the audience to relate to both the funny 
and touching moments in the play. 

When the play is over Ray and Nancy hope 
that they have taught the audience something 
about relationships. 

"The Fourposter,” a light comedy, will be 
presented September 28, 29, October 5 and 6 
in the Goppert Theatre at 8 p.m. All students 
can receive one complementary ticket by 
presenting their Avila student identification to 
the Goppert Theatre Box Office.
